FOR the purpose of providing that, notwithstanding the standards of practice adopted
for the practice of physical therapy and limited physical therapy by the State
Board of Physical Therapy Examiners, physical therapists may not evaluate,
treat, or both, more than an average of a certain number of patients within a
certain time period and physical therapist assistants may not treat more than
an average of a certain number of patientswithin a certain time period; and
generally relating to the number of patients a physical therapist and physical
therapist assistant may treat within a certain time period.
